Radio— An Agency For Peace 


No Part Of It Ever Last* For 
Appreciable Time 
A lightning flash takes aboift one- 
seven-thousandth of a second to con. 
plete Itself and no part of It lasts 
more than approximately ’ one- 
thlrty-five-hundredth of a second. 
This is the first time in history that 
the speed of a lightning flash has| 
been measured. It has also been prov¬ 
ed that lightning starts from the] 
clouds and the ground at nearly the 
same instant, and approximately one- 
seven-thousandth of a second later 
the two ends unite in mid-air. These 
facts were determined by Dr. C. U. 
Boys, a British physicist, who fias 
been attempting hundreds of photo¬ 
graphs for the last twenty-six years, 
until a stroke of lightning in New 
York at last gave him this informa¬ 
tion. 


Northern Air Port* 

Settlements In Northern Manitoba 
To Have Air Mail Service 
Manitoba’s northern settlements of 
Oxford, Godsland, and Island Bakes 
will be added to the growing chain 
of northern air mail points of call, 
Hon. P. J. Veniot, postmaster-gen¬ 
eral, announced in the House oi 
Commons. 

Mr. Veniot stated that arrange¬ 
ments had been completed for the 
conveyance of mail to and from 
these northern points once a week by 
aeroplanes of the government for¬ 
estry patrol at Norway House, at the 
north end of Lake Winnipeg.

While undoubtedly there is a feeling of regret in Canada that, because 
of natural causes, it is much easier for people in Western Canada to “listen 
in” on stations in the Central Western States than it is to "get” stations 
In Eastern Canada, and for Eastern Canadian listeners to receive the pro¬ 
grammes broadcast from New York, Philadelphia, and other Eastern 
United States cities than it is for them to “tune in” on Western Canadian 
Stations,—a 'condition for which it is hoped the present Radio Commission 
can find some solution, the fact remains that a closer community of 
Interest between Canada and the United States, and consequently a still 
better understanding, is being developed by means of the radio. And com¬ 
munity of interest and understanding is the greatest of all bulwarks to 
Peace.

One wonders at times if man is 
as wise as lie believes himself to be. 
Under the heading “Agricultural 
Pests,’’ the provincial Department 
of Agriculture offers cash prizes for 
the destruction of gophers, crows 
and magpies The gophers un 
doubtedly a pest, and farmers are 
well rid of them. But to slaughter 
crows and magpies is rather ques¬ 
tionable. Opinion differs, for 
many believe these birds were in¬ 
tended to be insect destroyers and 
therefore beneficial in helping to 
rid farmeis of crop pests, If the 
mania for killing birds is carried 
to extremes, there is a likelihood 
of finding ourselves in a far worse 
position than if we had been more 
lenient with the crows and mag¬ 
pies However, not being an au¬ 
thority, we had better not express 
too strong an opinion, except to 
remark that trying to improve or 
substitute for Nature’s laws in re¬ 
gard to wild bird life is risky busi¬ 
ness. But we can content ourselves 
by just airing our views and to 
speak for those who would far ra¬ 
ther hear the raucous “caw caw’’ 
of the crow as lie calls to his mate 
in the early morn than to permit 
his kind to be wiped out by the 
ruthless slaughter sponsored by the 
provincial government. Even the 
crow has his sphere of usefulness.
